The United 
States has become a great creditor 
nation and our interests extend to 
every part of the world. Now as nev- 
er before it is essential that the na- 
tional authorities shall have accurate 
knowledge of what is going on everyr 
•where. Yet nearly half the strategic 
centers of official information have 
been turned over to subordinates in 
these crucial days. 


It is no wonder that Mr. Lansing 


has felt like a man in a strait-jacket, 
He has had the responsibilities of 
diplomatic intercourse 
without 
the 


powers. No doubt he has made sug- 
gestions as to the filling of these va- 
cancies, and members of the house 
committee on foreign 
affairs 
have 


openly criticised the existing situa- 
tion, but neither seems to have made 
much impression at the White House.

Premier Nitti and other government 
officials have declared it important to 
bring foreigners to Italy so as to les- 
sen the balance of trade against this 
country and improve the 
exchange 


rates. 


Few Americans. 


In no peace time within 40 years 


have th'ere been so few Americans in 
Rome as at present. Their number is 
said to be about 300. The hotels are 
virtually all crowded with 
Italians. 


Tourists who come without making 
reservations in advance find it diffi- 
cult to obtain accommodations. The 
government requisitioned 50 of the 


largest hotels in Rome for war work 
so that hotel space is far below nor- 
mal. 


Rome Grown. 


Hotel keepers are making vigorous 


efforts to recover the use 'of their 
hostelrics and each week a few hotels 
are turned back to their proprietors. 
But Rome has grown from 550,000 to 
800,000 since the beginning of the war' 
and lack of apartments and houses 
has forced Italian families into hotels 
as rapidly as room has become avail- 
able. 


Rates Favorable 


Space will be found, nevertheless, 


for American tourists if they come 
to Rome, said an officer of the Hotel^ 
keepers' Association to the Associat- 
ed Press. The hotel managers have 
granted no leases to Italians and, it 
is stated, will give preference to tour- 
ists. It is pointed out that' exchange 
rates are so fuyorable to Americans 
would become reasonable.

while her cheese exports' greatly ex- 
ceeded 
exports 
from 
the United | 


States. Argentina's butter exports | 
were double those of 
the 
United' 


States and her cheese exports equall- 
ed 32 percent of Uio?e of the United 
States. 


Will Develop. 


It is generally believed, govern- 


ment officials say, that Argentina ant: 
Canada are capable of extensive de- 
velopment of their industries and it 
is probable, therefore, that the Unitec 
States may experience in the future 
particularly 
energetic competition 


Argentina, 21 days distant from New 
York, they say, may not be thought 
of seriously at this time as a direct 
competitor in the domestic 
market, 


but indirectly Argentine butter may 
supplant Canadian butter in the Eng- 
lish market, in which case Canadian 
butter would find a logical outlet in 
the United States.
